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Seek Kirtland Warbler Survival 


One of the members of the wood 
warbler family, the Kirtland’s Warbler is 
in danger of becoming extinct. This 
species nests only in the Northern 
portion of Michigan's Lower Peninsula. 
Censuses made of this bird in its 
nesting range show that its population 
has declined from some 500 breeding 


pairs counted in 1961 to only 167 pairs | 


counted in 1974. One of the possible 
reasons for this decline is a decrease in 
the amount of available habitat. 

The Kirtland’s Warbler is adapted to 
nesting in a very restricted niche of 
young Jack Pine stands that occurs on 
Grayling sand soils. Under naturai 
conditions, their habitat is produced 
only by forest fire. 

Jack Pine is a fire species that 
reseeds itseif after a fire has swept 
through the standing trees. Usually the 
succeeding Jack Pine trees in these 
stands grow in varying densities from 
‘wide spacing to dense clumps. There is 
an interspersion of numerous small 
openings in these stands. ; 

Although the pine is an essential part 
of this warbler’s nesting habitat, the 
ground cover is of a certain character 


also. There are grassy patches with 


bluestem, wild oat and other grasses, 


sedges and various broad leaved forbes. 
There are shrub patches of blueberry, 
bearberry, sand cherry and other shrub 
species. There are also exposed sand 
areas with some reindeer moss and 
other lichens. Tne succession and 
pattern of the lesser vegetation is 
affected by burning as is the Jack Pine. 
Kirtland’s warbler nesting habitat has 
been developed by planting Jack, Pine in 
areas that were burned and no Jack Pine 
reproduction succeeded. ft is felt that 
nesting habitat for this warbler can also 
be develaned hy burning logged over 
areas and planting Jack Pine after the 
Durning. The prittary purpose of the fire 
is to reduce the accumulation of organic _ 
material left on the ground after the cut, © 
and prepare the soil for a succession of 
the grasses, sedges, forbes-and shrubs 
to provide sultable ground cover for 


’ warbier nesting habitat. 


It is planned to burn and plant two 
such areas on the Huron National 
Forest this spring. One area will involve 
some 300 acres northeast of McKinley 
and another area of 55 acres south of 
Luzerne will also be treated.. A 
continued plan of developing and pro- 


- tecting habitat for this species is being 


prepared by the U.S. Forest Service.

It is the first jine of 
contact with the Mental Health 
Center for many of our patients. 

Individuals in need of such 
attention can call 348-8522 
during day time hours and (616) 
775-3463 collect during evening 
hours and weekends. 

The largest percentage of our 
patients fall into the low income 
range. Our data indicates that 
over half of all patients treated 
from Crawford and Roscommon 
Counties were either on public 
assistance, social security or 
earned less than 5,000 dollars 
per year. 

The largest number of pa- 
tients treated fell in the 3,000 to 
5.000 dollar income range. This 
segmeni of ihe population is 
more deeply affected by adverse 
economic conditions, . 

Our services are aimed at 
heiping the individual adjust to 
and cope with present life 
conditions. We find that there 
are many peopie who are 
unhappy and dissatisfied with 
their life situation. These feel- 
ings often lead to depression 
which may result in hospitali- 
zation.

Assurance of Fellowship 
Many people remain miser- 


able and defeated because they : 


do not make a distinction 


“between assurance of salvation 


and assurance of fellowship. 
One has to do with our standing 
as a Son before God and the 
other has to do with our state. 
Disobedience breaks our fellow- 
ship with God, but it does not 
break our relationship in salva- 
tion. 

For exampie, your children 
may break fellowship with you 
by disobedience, but they do 
nul cease being your children. 
When you receive Jesus Christ 
into your heart by faith you 
become a Son of God, Jonn 
4:12. You are born -again into 
ine spiritual family of Ged. 

There are two basic essen- 
tials for continued fellowship 
with God: 

1. We must live in obedience 
to His Word. As the Psaimist 
said, "Thy Word is a lamp unto 
my feet and a light unto my 
path.” A person who claims to 
be in fellowship with God while 
practicing sin is a liar: “If we 
say that we have fellowship with 
him, and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth.” | John 
1:6. The only way to walk daily 
in fellowship with God is to 
walk in obedience to the light of 
His Word: “But if we walk in the 
light, as he is in the light, we 


have fellowship one with an- 


other, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin.” | John 1:7. . 

2. We must confess our sins 
daily to God. No one fives 
perfect at all times. To do so 
one must know all the truth of 
the Rible and live in nerteci 
obedience to it. It is presump- 
tive indeed for someone to 
claim he knows all the will of 
God found in the Bible, and 
even more presumptive to claim 
he obeys it perfectly every day. 
The Bible says, "If we say that 
we have no sin, we deceive 
aurselves and the truthis notin 

is." { John 1:8. Notice John 
included himself with five per- 
sonal pronouns, "we, we, we, 
ourselves and us".

Telephone Reassurance is a 
part of the program for Crawford 
County Senior Citizens, spon- 
sored by the Crawford County 
Commission on Aging. directed 
T by Lora Gould.

” are Calling twelve shut-in Senior 
Citizens.

Lobbyist role often 
subject of controversy 


One of the more usual recurring 
controversies in the governmental 
area is the function of the lobbyist. 

Is the lobbyist a force for good, ora 
force for evil? Or is the lobbyist a 
force at all? 

Those questions are urged contin- 
uaily in the public media and around 


lani aan, 
tegislative circles — especially in 


times like these when the Michigan 
Legislature is in tull session, facing 
crucial decisions. 

Pro-lobbyists contend most often 
that the lobbyist is merely a source of 
legitimate information for the harried 


lawmaker. The lobbyist certainly 
promotes u poini of view, and in our 


system of producing laws, every 
point of view has the right to be 
represented. 

To get acrass ‘this point of view, 
the iobbyist nas contact with the 
decision makers, and puts across 
information—all in all, lobbying in 
these terms, usually is considered a 
completely legitimate function. 

The counter view has the lobbyist 
as some nefarious arm-twister, se- 
curing illegal, immoral or fattening 
ends by means of spreading around 
cash or liquor or sin, or al! three. 

Ths ear picture is probably some 
where between the extremes. Lobby- 
ing as a practiced art usually won't 
chatlenge Mother Machree for saint- 
hood...nor will it rival Beelzebub, 
either. 

There have Deen cases in the past 
where the publicly-elected decision 
maker has attempted to take advan- 
iagé of ihe weii-meaning lobbyist 
through what approaches a shake- 
down. 

{ran across a fist of 10 “Lobby tips” 
the other day, passed out by the 
Minnesota Society of Association 
Executives, which seems to sum up 
the lobbying” techniques the office 
most likely to meet in real 


Remember, these are tips for 
association executives on how to 
parry outs ineintobbyina functions: 


- Don't lie.

2. Be able to furnish valid infor- 
mation. 

3. Assume a low-key approach. 

4. Although you are not expected 
to tell the other side’s story, don’t 
misrepresent their position. 

§. Get around and know what is 
going on. 

6. Find a friendly legislator who 
can promote and look after your bill. 

7. Campaign contributions, despite 
ali the controversy they create, still 
make a big difference. 

8. Don't hesitate to show a legis- 
lator where his position might cost or 
gain him votes. 

Q. Take a legislator to lunch. It 
gives opportunity to have his com- 
plete attention for as long as you 
should need to give him the facts. 

10. Guard your reputation. 

fy own experience in covering the 
legislative process would indicate 
that the Minnesota list of lobby tips 
is pretty close to the mark in directing 
how most lobbyists approach their 
jobs—and in how most legislators 
interpret the role of the lobbyist.

Consumers Warn on Kite Fiying 

A child's fate may be hanging by a string when flying a kite 
near an overhead electric fine. 

Don Flaas. Consumers Power Company's Area Community 
manager, cautions youngsters that unsafe kite flying practices 
could result in an unfortunate accident. 

“Each year accidents occur when youngsters forget safety 
rules,” Elgas said. Children are injured when trying to free kites 
that have become entangled in trees and wires. 

Accidents also occur when youngsters fly their kites in the rain 
or use metallic string. 

“Wet string or any metallic wire that crosses a power iine can 
become a conductor oi eleciricily. This can result in a high voltage 
shock that can seriously burn or even kill a youngster,” Elgas said. 

To promote kite flying safety, the company's general safely 
partment annually soonsors a poster contest in elementary 
schools to encourage children to observe the basic Safety rules. 

Elgas listed these basic rules which will help kite flyers have 
fun and avoid inutile: 


Volunteers are needed who would serve as coardinators and 1. Use dry string - not wire or anything metallic. 
helpers in the camp’s basic education program. Coordinators need 2. Use wood and paper in your kite construction - not wire or 
not nave teaching experience. Helpers will work as aides. metal. 

Coordinators must have basic knowledge in one of the 3. Fly your kite on days when there is no rain. 
‘tollowing areas: Math, English, Social Studies, and Science. For 4, Avoid busy streets and highways while flying your kite. 
example: in Math, basic knowledge in addition, subtraction, 5. Fly your kite far away from television and radio aerials. 
multiplication, division, iractiuns, decitnals ana perceniages. In 6. Keep away from overhead electric lines. 
English, usage of nouns, pronouns, adjectives, verbs, adverbs, 7. If an electric line falls, stay away from it. 
clauses, punctuation and basic sentence Structure. In Science, 8. Call your power company if your kite gets snagged in a line -
